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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 3 to 1 0, 1 8, 20 to 22, 25, 27 to 34, and 42 to 57 are presented for 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Applicant is advised that the Notice of Allowance mailed 5-25-2005 is vacated. If 
the issue fee has already been paid, applicant may request a refund or request that the 
fee be credited to a deposit account. However, applicant may wait until the application 
is either found allowable or held abandoned. If allowed, upon receipt of a new Notice of 
Allowance, applicant may request that the previously submitted Issue fee be applied. If 
abandoned, applicant may request refund or credit to a specified Deposit Account. 

3. Prosecution on the merits of this application is reopened on claims 1 to 10, 18 to 
22, 25 to 34, 42 to 57 and are considered unpatentable for the reasons indicated below: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1,18, 25, 42, 48 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 
The language of the claim raises a question as to whether the claim is directed merely 
to an abstract idea that is not tied to a technology art, environment or machine which 
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would result in a practical application producing a concrete, useful, and tangible result to 
form the basis of statutory subjected matter under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 . 

MPEP 21 1 1 requires that claims be given the broadest reasonable interpretation 
in light of the specification during the examining process. Thus, interpreting the claim 
language in light of the specification has yielded non-statutory subject matter according 
to MPEP 2106. The portion of the specification used is paragraph (0028) which states 
that the error detection techniques may be implemented as a method, apparatus, or 
article of manufacture using standard programming/and or engineering technique to 
produce software, firmware, hardware, or any combination thereof. The specification 
also stated that the term "article of manufacture" refers to a code or logic and the article 
of manufacture i8n which the code is implemented may comprise a transmission media, 
such as a network transmission line, wireless transmission media, signal propagating 
through space, radio waves, infrared signals, etc.. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3 to 1 0, 20 to 22, 27 to 34, 43 to 47, 49 and 51 to 57 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent fomri including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
